Detective Wank arrrlved In Mays. 
\ille at 10 oVloek and Imniedlaloly re- 
ported to iiollie headquarters. He was 
ahown the papers that were taken 
fmr tlw elofhlng of the man held 
ken aid after looking over the books 
distrlbnted by the SalTatioa Amy, the 
irovernment Khippini; tieketi, ete^ he 
said he was almost postire that the 
man held here was the man he and 
other detertives in Cincinnati had 
thoagkt had been killed. 

Later Mr. Wank was taken to the 
county Jail where he positively identl- 
fled Thomiison as the man thought 
dead in CiTicinnali. This identlflcatlon 
was e-ttiililislicd by ;i careful examina- 
tion of the boily and by answers given 
to certain questlona propounded by 
the detective. Thompaon said that be 
had been about the Salvation Army 
headquarters In Cincinnati for a cou- 
ple of days and that he had eaten sev- 
eral meals thero. llo said he rented a 
room from the Salvation Army for 
himself and for a man named Moore, 
Who worked at a box tactory. He de- 
nied, howarer, that he aftd Moore had 
ever had, any trouble or had had a 
fight on the river front In Cincinnati 
P^-lday nlRht of last work. 



It will be remembered that the body 
found cut to plecei and placed In 
aaoki in an unoccupied honie on West 

Fourth street In Cincinnati was Identi- 
fied as that of Thompson by Salvation 
Army offlclals and by means of a laun- 
dry mark on the underwear. This 
laundry mark was the figures "314". 
After the Salvation Army offlclals said 
they felt certain the body found was 
that of Thompson, It was learned that 
Thompson had been a patient In St. 
Frances Hospital In Hamilton, Ohio, 
some time before and inquiring at this 
hospital the Cincinnati authorities 
learned that his laundry mark there 
was "SM". This seemed to positively 
identify the body as that of Thompson 
and at the request of the family the 
(lismemhered body waa shipped to his 
homo in Indiana. 

When questioned here this morning 
about lending any of his clothes to an- 
other, Thompson said that he had 
loaned no clothes except a coat which 
had been a part of a Cullver Military 
Academy uniform. This, he said, he 
loaned to a man In Cincinnati last 
week who never returned It. He re 
membered nothing about lending any 
of his underwear to anyone. 

The body which was supposed to 
have been that of Thompson was re- 
ceived in Uoaelawn, Ind., bv relatives 
yesterday and as soon as they saw I he 
face, tliey said it was not their rela 
tlve. About the time the Cincinnati 
police recelTed this message from la 
diana, they iteeivad a message from 
Maysville Informing them that a man 
giving the name of Albert E. Thomp' 
son was under arrest here and DeteC' 
tivc Wank was sent to Maysville to 
see It the man held here was reilly 
Albert B. Thompson.

Oeteotlre Chief Love was inclined

Detectives Wank and Hanraban 
were led last night to the barber shop 
of P. Hahn, 204 West Ninth street. 
I^st Friday morning they learned, a 
soldier came into the nlare and ob- 
tained a shave and haircut. lie said | 
he would return the next morning for 
shampoo, which be did. When he 
arose from a ohair he ei^ressed the 
belief that he had blood spott on his 
shoes and pants. 

It looks like blood. 1 know I did- 
n't- murder anybody last night!" he 
exclaimed. Then he brushed the spots 
from bis trousers, the detectives 
leame^, they were paint spots. He re- 
fused to allow an attendant to wash 
the spots from his pants, the detec- 
tives learned. 

After making inquiry as to the loca- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Railway Sta- 
tion and how to. get to Covington, he 
left. The man told a barber that he 
served two and a half years In the 
army, but refrained from naming his 
company or where it was stationed. 
He was almost six feet In height, light 
complexloned and had brown hair: 
was of medium build and rather full- 
faced, with a Roman nose. 

Detective Wank while here today 
expressed the opinion that the body 
was that of a soldier returning from 
some camp. All of the outer gar- 
ments had been removed from the 
body. Both arms and both lefcs we?? 
cut olt as waa also the head. The 
head was in one sack, the arms and 
legs In another and the trunk of thi 
body in the Iblnl sack 

The l)ody which liad been shipped 
to the Indiana home of Thompson will 
be shipped back to Cincinnati and 
Thompson, himself, was taken to Cin- 
cinnati this afternoon by Detective 
.Wank to clear up that side of the 
story. 

It was learned today that Thomi>- 
son was in Maysville Thursday night. 
He arrived here over the L. & N. and 
asked a gentleman at the comer of 
Third and Bridge streets the way to 
the coal docks. He was shown and 
caught a street car point; east. lie 
was also seen at the Liberty ware- 
house about five o'clock Friday morn- 
ing and was begging in several last 
end grocery stores during the morn- 
ing. He is a terrible complalner say- 
ing that he was gassed while working 
in an ammunition factory at Padu- 
cah. Ky., and that this affected hia 
heart. He says he only has a month 
and a day to live but says be has 
nerer done any wrong to any one and 
Is not afraid to go back to Cincinnati 
or elsewhere to face the authorities. 

Detective Wank today said that the 
arrest of Thompson here and the In- 
formation given by the Maysville po- 
lice establishing that Thompson Is 
really a^ya will eavaa the CineinBatl 
ptHoo to change their aattra plana to- 
ward solTlng the murder mystery but 
he did nnt know along what lines they 
would work except that ttley expected 
to follow out closely the Math atreet 
barber shop tip.

Federal prohibition amendment 

The inqniry may be demanded to 
clear the entire matter and to set 
right Fulton and those Innocent of 
any wrong-doing who hate been 
placed In a quandry. The suiggestlon 
was made today after the B^orotaqr of 
State had obtelaed additional Inform- 
ation from Washington. 

Soon after the resolution was adopt- 
ed and signed by the presiding officers 
of the House and Sonata, J. B. Croas,' 
former State Printer and an Anti-Sal- 
oon League worker and present re- 
cording clerk of the senate came to 
the Secretary of Statu and asked for 
Fulton's signature to a ccrtifled copy 
of the amendment. He asserted that 
he wished to give it to Senator David 
A. Liggett, of Logan,'^ author ot tne 
ratiflcatton resoMtion, who wished to 
preserve It as an heirloom for his 
family. 

Fulton readily consented, but In af- 
nxing his name hIa pen balked and the 
middle inlttal, "D," had to be traced 
and bis nervousness made it a double 
line. Completing the signature the 
document was handed to Cross. 

When a photographic copy came 
from Washington it had an idontii' "O " 
leading to the conclusion that the 
original was sent on to Washington or 
that Fulton's signature was imi- 
tated. LIggItt has not yet presented 
his own original to the Secretary of 
State to have it checked upon this i)oint 

In the meantime Cross has refused 
to comment on the matter. It may al- 
so be mentioned that in the meaatime 
the official letter of Governor James 
Cox has gone^ forward .

During the week closed Friday the 
Maysville loosleaf tobacco market 
sold a total of 2,666,255 pounds at a 
general average of 186.05 a hundr^ 
pounds according to the weekly re- 
port of Supervisor William Mitchell 
made iiublic this afternoon. The 
cause of the decrease in price is that 
the offerings during the week were ot 
aa inferior quality according t6 Ifr. 
MiteheU. 

This report shows a decrease in the 

number of pounds sold from last week 
as well as a decrease in average price 
of $ii 14 per Imndred pound*. Better 
tobacco and therefore a better price 
is e«pected for next weak, Ur: Mleh- 
ell says. 

The report follows: 

The Maysvilip Tobacco Market dur- 
ing the week ending Friday, February 
14, sold a total of 2,555,255 pounds at ' 
a general average ot 136.06. This is 
a decrease of |6.44 per hnndred 
pounds under the weekly average for 
last week and this decrease is due 
largely to the inferior quality of to- 
bacco delivered during the week. Dur- 
ing the last part of the week It was a 
very poor market with receipU sn^kll 
but during next week more tobaeoo and 
a better quality is expected which ^11 
insure an increase in price. Up' to 
the present time the Afaysville mar- 
ket has sold a total of 18,848,690 
l>ounds of tobacco.

American entered the world war when in honor there was no 
other alternative. When German arrogance, German outrage an.l 
German murder of our women and children on the high seas reached 
a point beyond further forbearance. But once made, it was no half- 

way decision. . 

Aimerica went into the war to see it to a finish— to finish it 
roghtly, and that national objective is just as strongly outlined now, 
with peace negotiations on, as it was when wal^s first declared. 

Our duty before the world is just as clearly defined. Our obli- 
gation to the backward nations is just as great. Our responsibility 
for tranquilty in stricken Russia and frenzied Germany and the 
pugnacious Balkans is in no measure diminished, and our pledge to 
world democracy stands unshaken. 

"We are just as much bound in honor to see this thing through 
to a right finish aa we were to take our stand against Kaiserisra 
and its attendant atrocities. We are just as much responsible in- 
dividually as we were collectively. We would have becu just as 
much affected, one way or the other, had kaiserism triumphed, and it 
is every man's duty to lend a willini^ hand in the battle for the 
common good. It is your duty as it is my duty. None is expected. 
' Uncle Sam plays no favorites in the matter of citisenship. Ev- 
■ cry man is placed upon an p(iuiility with his fcllowmen. Duty and 
privilege obtain alike; and so must duty, and obligation, and respon- 
sibility, and loyalty. 

Uncle Sam is about to aslc us inilividnally to lend him our 
money once more, that he may effectively put the finishing touches 
upon the job, that he may attain his original, his ultimate objective, 
in the name of right and pustice and humanity, and we must come 
through. 

MILD WIRTUUB 

According to the Columbus Dispatch, this is not the mildest win- 
ter we have ever known. It lias been mild, all right, for which we 
ought to be duly grateful, but tlie truth is, it breaks no record. We 
have had others as mild, and some that were much milder. 

We have not seen the records for this immediate region, but the 
weather bureau recently furnislicd the statistics for western New 
i'ork, and with slight modilieations tiiey would pertain, perliaps to 
this region. Thus it is shown that the avernfje teinperature for De- 
cember and Januarj- of this winter was :f7 dt izrccs. Tiie average 
for 191-13 was 39.3; for 1905-06, 37.5, and for 1889-90, 40.8 degrees- 
three winters that were milder than this one has been. 

Tlie winter of 1889-00 was the warmest we have ever liad since 
the bureau began keeping records. The average tempciatuie of De- 
cmber and January, as stated, was 40.8 degrees. March broke in 
with a lower average temperatnro, however, and Rave ns 37..") deprces 
as an average — the coldest March on record, and the coldest month 
of the winter. 

Nor is it true that a niiUl winter follows a severe one, nor that 
a severe one always follows a war winter. The records show no such 
thing to be the case. The winter of 1889-90 was preceded by a rather 
mild winter, and the two following it were not severe— just ordinary 
, winters. 

According to the records, there is simply no way of telling what 
kind of season is goiug to follow any other kind of season. There 
is no way of knowing >yhetber we are to have a hot summer or a eold 
one; that is, because Ve have had a mild winter, we ean not say that 
we are to have a cool suimner nor a hot summer. Apparently one 
season is not infiucnced or afi^ected in any Vay by the nature of a 
season that goes before it.

He is nvi>11 l<iuiwn atmut 
Mt. Orab, although for somethint; like 
twenty years. He He lived at Sabina 
and other up-state towns, residing at 
Lancaster now, having mad^ the trip 
from there to Chilllcothe on the day 
he was murdered, and was upon nis 
reluni at the time. 

The holdup and murder occDrred 
near Shadeville on the Chllllcothe- 
Columbus pike. His body was found 
lying In the road by Chilllcothe res- 
idents who removed him to the office 
of Dr. W. H. Blake, Shadeville, where.

Brest, February 15— President Wil- 
son sailed fur the United States 
aboard the liner George Washington 
at 11:16 a. m. today. 

Wilion'a party is much smaller than 
that which accompanied him on the 
trip over, due to the fact that a large 
portion of the staff of technical ex- 
perts and assistants is reiiialiiiii); in 
Paris to assist in the peace worlj. The 
liner also is bringing back the 300 
American aoldlers who iformed the 
guard at the Murat Palace, 

The president is expected to return 
to Prance shortly after the adjourn- 
ment of Congress on Marcli 4. 

In addition to disposal of domestic 
problems at Washington, Wilson will 
appeal to a Joint session of Congress 
for endoraement of the League of 
Nations, the constitution of which he 
presented to the peace conference at 
Paris yesterday. 

Observers in Paris say lie will rout 
completely all American opposition to 
the league plan when be explains to 
the American public the details of the 
great scheme. 

His speech to the peace conference 
in presenting the league constitution, 
already has answered many of his 
critics, those close to hli work in 
Prance believe today. 

"This has the deepest of all mean- 
ings," he said in his address yester- 
day, "the union of wills in a common 
purpose, a union of wills wiiu ii rau- 
not be resisted and which, I dare say, 
no nation will run the rlik of attempt- 
ing to resist."
